The parade will begin at 10 a.m. and is 
billed as a pre-fiesta event prior to Mex­ 
ican Independence Day Sept. 15. 
Highlighting the parade will be the ap­ 
pearance of the Ballet Folklorico of Los 
Angeles County and Santa Barbara's 
Casa de la Raza. The folklorico features 
12 costumed dancers representing dif­ 
ferent aspects of Mexican history, such 
as the typical Mexican cowgirl, the 
Aztecs, rancheros and typically Spanish. 
Dance director of the Los Angeles 
County group is Maria Elena Barba. 
The folklorico groups will perform in 
Ryon Park following the parade. 
Other parade features will include the 
participation of Mr. and Mrs. A1 Pico. 
Pico will wear a uniform of the type 
worn by the soldiers who came to 
California with the Juan Bautista de 
Anza expedition in 1775-’76 and his wife, 
Ruby, will be outfitted in clothes typical 
of those worn by women on the trek. 
Barbara Morales will be entered in a 
Jaliciense costume. 
The parade will also feature the U.S. 
Marine Corps color guard from Lompoc 
and Santa Maria under the direction of 
Sgt. Raul Salazar. 
Following the color guard will be 
Mayor Charlotte Benton and Coun- 
cilmembers Joe Valencia.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter signed treaties relinquishing the 
Panama Canal in the year 2000, but oppo­ 
nents called it “ treason” and rallied to­ 
day to the battle cry “ We built it, we 
bought it, we own it!” 
In a glittering ceremony Wednesday 
night preceding a state dinner for the 
presidents, prim e m inisters and 
diplomats of 27 hemispheric nations, 
Carter and Gen. Omar Torrijos affixed 
their names to the two treaties turning 
Teddy Roosevelt’s canal over to 
Panama. 
C arter’s bold diplomatic gamble 
produced the treaties. But signing them 
does not put them into effect. It takes 
Senate ratification and House im­ 
plementing legislation to do that, and the 
task won’t be easy. 
Rep. Mickey Edwards, R-Okla., on the 
steps of the Capitol Wednesday, called 
treaty negotiator Sol Linowitz the “ Bert 
Lance of international negotiation” as 
200 protestors waved the banners, “ We 
built it, we bought it, we own it!” 
Even Democrats conceded the path to 
ratification will be thorny.

Torrijos, in a concession to the rocky 
road Carter faces, said the future of the 
treaties depends on “ the statesman­ 
ship” of the U.S. Senate. 
“ We are here to participate in the sign­ 
ing of treaties, which will assure a 
peaceful and prosperous and secure 
future for an international waterway of 
great importance to us all.” Carter said. 


Mobilized in support were Lady Bird 
Johnson, whose husband Lyndon placed 
his administration on record for turning 
the canal over to Panama; and former 
President Gerald Ford, whose support of 
such a move nearly cost him the GOP 
nomination to Reagan last year.

Ronald Reagan urged rejection of the 
treaties, saying their “ fatal flaw” is the 
future assumption of reliable, trouble- 
free canal operation. 
In testimony prepared today for a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee, he said 
the 1903 treaty with Panama gave the 
United States “ a firm, unshakable legal 
basis for building, operating and 
defending the canal.” 
“ To this day, it is those rights of 
sovereignty which undergird our ability 
to operate and defend the canal. We can­ 
not be kicked out summarily on the whim 
of some Panamanian government.”

Fund drive reaps enough 
for some sports supplies

Weeks of massive fund-raising efforts 
and community support following the 
July Ryon Park fire have produced suf­ 
ficient funds to replace a portion of the 
destroyed sports equipment and repair 
the damaged concession stand. 


Neither the Youth Football League nor 
Little League Baseball carried insurance 
to cover their equipment losses. Fund­ 
raising efforts focused on replacing foot­ 
ball equipment in time for the season 
opening this month. 


According to Leo Aragon, president of 
Youth Football League, the organization 
had from $5,000 to $6,000 in a checking 
account and some $13,000 in a savings ac­ 
count at the time of the fire. 


was not as badly damaged as the football 
gear. However, some equipment will 
have to be replaced in addition to regular 
season purchases. 
"We should be able to take care of our 
needs, because we have more time,M 
said Herzog. “ We don’t have to worry 
about equipment until March. We won’t 
have to do any outside fund-raising other 
than that what has already been done.” 
In addition to the money the leagues 
had on hand, fund-raising efforts have 
collected an additional $18,000. 
A telethon raised $6,000 and other con­ 
tributions totaled around $5,000 
Ac­ 
cording to City Councilman Joe Valen­ 
cia, the Mini-Sports Festival held August 
21 raised nearly $7,000 for the fund. 


The savings account money had been 
set aside to rebuild the announcer’s 
stand and eventually install concrete 
bleachers in Ryon Park. 


The concession stand at Ryon Park 
operated by both leagues sustained 
damages in the fire. The building was in­ 
sured by the city and an insurance 
adjustor’s estimate for the total cost of 
repairs was $12,408. 


“ We had to cancel those projects,” 
said Aragon, “ to put that money to use ” 
According to Polly Herzog, retiring 
president of the Little League Baseball 
Women’s Auxiliary, the league has $3,600 
in a checking account at the present 
time, and $5,000 in savings. 
Herzog said this did not include any of 
the money raised through the Youth 
League Recovery Fund drive. Recovery 
fund money is to be divided with 80 per 
cent going to the football program and 20 
per cent to baseball. 
Herzog said the baseball equipment. 


City Council appropriated money from 
the City’s General Fund at Tuesday 
night’s meeting to cover the $1,000 
deductible and Aetna Life and Casualty 
Insurance Company has paid off the 
remainder.

Aragon said $24,000 in new football 
equipment was ordered to begin the 
season this month, and most of this 
equipment has been paid for. 
But the football program is still not 
back to the point it was before the fire, 
said Aragon. 
“ Before, we had enough (equipment) 
to give each kid a uniform for games and 
practice, but we only have enough new 
ones for games and no practice un­ 
iforms,” said Aragon. 
“ Plus, the money we had saved for the 
projects is gone. Hopefully, those can be 
built in a few years,” he said. 
Regular operating costs for the 
leagues are covered by sales at the con­ 
cession stands in JM and Ryon Parks, 
and by registration fees and sponsors.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - In a very 
close vote, the House agreed today to 
support President Carter’s order to halt 
production of the B-1 bomber. 
The 202-199 vote came on a $110 billion 
defense bill passed and sent to the Senate 
which voted earlier to also agree with 
Carter. The House action puts the final 
lid on the controversial plane. 
The vote was on a move by Rep. 
Joseph Addabbo. D-N.Y., to cut $1.4 
billion for the bomber from the measure. 
The House voted 243 to 178 on June 28 
to reject a similar Addabbo proposal and 
kept the funds in the bill. But Carter, on 
June 30, ordered a halt in production of 
the plane. 
The Senate subsequently voted 59 to 36 
to uphold Carter's position.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Currency 
comptroller John Heimann told Congress 
today the banking ability of federal 
budget director Bert Lance “ clearly 
leaves something to be desired.” 
Heimann also testified that a federal 
order possibly damaging to President 
Carter’s appointnment of Lance was 
lifted hours after Lance himself met 
with federal banking regulators late last 
year. 
But he told the Senate Government Af­ 
fairs Committee he did not believe 
Lance’s visit to the com ptroller’s 
Atlanta regional office on Nov. 22 had 
any impact on lifting a cease-and-desist 
agreement on checking overdrafts with 
the Calhoun, Ga., First National Bank 
Asked to characterizie Lance’s bank­ 
ing expertise, Heimann responded: 
“ In reality, his attention to detail 
clearly leaves something to be desired.” 
He also said the comptroller’s office 
“ found his (bank) management to be 
faulty.” 


Heimann said Lance paid a personal 
visit to the Atlanta office of regional ad­ 
ministrator Donald Tarleton about 12:30 
p m Nov. 22. 1976 He said Lance ex­ 
plained that he would soon be joining the 
administration of president-elect Carter 
and that he planned to sell his Calhoun 
bank stock. 


About 5 p.m. that day, Tarleton in­ 
structed the regional general counsel to 
"lift the (cease-and-desist) agreement, ’ 
Heimann said. 
Within two weeks after the cease-and- 
desist order was removed from Calhoun, 
Carter announced Lance’s appointment 
as budget director.

Heimann told the Senate Governmen­ 
tal Operations Committee the com­ 
ptroller’s office imposed the cease-and- 
desist order on the Calhoun bank in 
December. 1975. because directors and 
large stockholders were making 
frequent and large overdrafts of their 
personal checking account. 


The cease-and-desist order, which is 
one step short of prosecution in a public 
court, is a secret agreement between a 
bank and the comptroller when a banking 
problem arises. The agreements are 
kept secret in order to protect a problem 
bank from losing customer deposits 
which could have the effect of forcing an 
otherwise sound bank out of business. 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-IU , said the 
committee, which confirmed Lance with 
high praise in January, is reviewing 
facts about Lance’s private banking 
practices to determine whether he 
should be asked to resign.

Paramedic program could cost $200,000 


Police drop charges 
against arson suspect

Police have dropped charges of at­ 
tempted murder and arson and released 
the only suspect arrested in a Tuesday 
night apartment fire which seriously 
burned a young Rialto woman. 


Denise Evelyn Edwards, 24, remained 
in serious condition today in Santa Bar­ 
bara County General Hospital where she 
is being treated for bums over much of 
her body. Edwards was found collapsed 
in the burning apartment at 220 W. 
College Ave. Investigators said the flat 
was neither the residence of Edwards 
nor the released suspect, Raul Valadez, 
45, but apparently that of a fnend of 
Valadez’. 
Police investigators theorized that 
Valadez and Edwards both were in the 


apartment when the fire started. Ap­ 
parently, investigators believe, Valadez 
first noticed the fire and attempted un­ 
successfully to escape through the 
double-bolt-locked front door. After flee­ 
ing through a window, investigators 
suspect Valadez attempted, again unsuc­ 
cessfully, to open the front door from the 
outside before he drove to his residence 
in Port Hueneme. There, he was 
arrested yesterday and booked on the 
two felony charges. 


However, no evidence of arson has 
been found and the source of the fire is 
still unknown In addition, Edwards did 
not sign a complaint against Valadez and 
told police that there was no foul play. 


Valadez was released pending further 
investigation of the case.

With malpractice insurance the most 
expensive factor, it would cost about 
$200,000 for the Lompoc Hospital District 
to engage in a paramedic program, ac­ 
cording to hospital Administrator 
William Diebner. 
In a report to the hospital Board of 
Directors, Diebner says a malpractice 
insurance policy — to cover the entire 
hospital — will cost $160,000 a year. 
Separate insurance for the emergency 
room, where physicians would give in­ 
structions to paramedics on ambulance 
calls, is “ not available,” he says. 
Diebner lists the cost of monitoring 
and communicatic devices required for 
a paramedic station at $18,000, but notes, 
“ This is only an estimate, as I have been 
told a different figure each time I asked 
the question.” 
Other cost estimates provided to the 
Record of the electrical equipment 
ranged from $11,000 to $16,000. 
Diebner says the paramedic program 
would require an additional 1.4 full-time 
equivalent nurses to work on night shift 
in the emergency room. Salary and 
benefits of the increased staff would 
amount to $19,200, he says, 
It would also cost about $1,500, Diebner 
says, to alter the emergency room 
nurse's station to accommodate the 
paramedic operations, and $1,600 for in- 


stallation and maintenance of the 
paramedic equipment. 
Diebner prepared the report for the 
hospital board, asked by City Council to 
state its position on implementing a 
paramedic program for the Lompoc 
Valley. 
The hospital directors have expressed 
concern about going paramedic “ bare,” 
without malpractice insurance 
The district stopped buying the expen­ 
sive malpractice premiums about a vear 
ago Since then it has been depositing 
about $6,000 a month into a “ self- 
insurance” fund to pay off possible 
malpractice claims. 
Though the rest of the hospital is 
"bare,” hospital Director Ray Down, for 
one, said he would not support a 
paramedic program unless the hospital 
bought regular insurance again. 
Board President Frank SignorelU also 
stated concern about increasing the 
liability of the hospital. Whether the dis­ 
trict had to buy insurance or pay off 
potential damages, he said, “ The tax­ 
payer will have to pay for it one way or 
another.” 
Since radio communications between 
doctors in the emergency room and 
paramedics in the field are recorded, 
courts could more easily determine the 
validity of a malpractice claim and who 
was responsible for a mishap. 
However, if the paramedics — not the 


doctors — were found guilty of malprac­ 
tice, they or their insurance company 
could, in turn, sue the hospital, con­ 
tending that the doctors were, instead 
responsible. 
To get coverage for the emergency 
room physicians, according to Diebner, 
the district would have to buy insurance 
for all phases of the hospital. 
The near $160,000 annual premium 
amounts to some $13,300 a month, 
Diebner reports, $7,300 of which, or 
about 50 per cent, is attributed to 
emergency room operations. 
Insurance costs for the ambulance 
company, which hires the paramedics, 
would also increase, but probably not as 
much as recently estimated. 
According to Oakland-based un­ 
derwriters at Bussey, Cantor and 
Triplett, which insures just about every 
ambulance service from Bakersfield 
north to Oregon, it says, going 
paramedic with less than 25 per cent of a 
crew would increase an ambulance 
premium by 25 per cent. 
Kenneth Kelley, who runs Community 
Ambulance Service for the Lompoc 
Valley, had guessed earlier that his in­ 
surance costs would at least double if he 
began a paramedic service. 
While some estimated “ outrageous” 
insurance cost increases due to 
paramedics, 
Triplett 
underwriter 
Michelle Cyzauskas said, “ Because 


someone goes paramedic, it doesn’t real­ 
ly make their fees ridiculous.’’ 
The cost factor I don’t think is that 
great,” she said, “ I think the benefits of 
the program certainly outweigh the 
costs.” 
On the 25 per cent surcharge, Kelley 
commented, "That really doesn’t sound 
right; it’s too low,” although a second 
underwriter at his insurance company 
confirmed the figure. “ That would be 
great if that was all it was,” he added, “ I 
wouldn’t complain.” 
Kelley would also have to buy ad­ 
ditional equipment for his ambulances to 
start a paramedic service, as well as pay 
the paramedics $30 a day more than 
Emergency Medical Technicians, he 
said. 
Kelley has indicated willingness to 
start the paramedic service for the Lom­ 
poc area, and plans to attend the next 
hospital board meeting on September 22 
to further discuss the prospect with 
hospital directors. 
At their last meeting, the directors 
agreed that Lompoc citizens should be 
informed on the costs of the program 
before a decision was made, 
In raising the $202,300 Diebner es­ 
timates a paramedic program would 
require, the hospital could opt to raise 
other hospital fees or seek a voter- 
approved tax override.

The route in Lompoc will con­ 
sist of a loop along North H 
Street to West Walnut, around 
to West Ocean, south to govern­ 
ment offices along Soutr. H 
Street to East Ocean, down 
East Walnut to North H Street 
and back to the Village. 
Passengers will be delivered 
to a point near or at their 
desired destination. Direct ser­ 
vice will be provided for those 
who. for reasons of age or dis­ 
ability. require it. 
The transit service will 
operate Monday through Fri­ 
day, except for holidays. Ser­ 
vice will begin at 9 a.m. with 
pickups in the Vandenberg 
Village-Mission Hills area 
A complete loop will be made 
in Lompoc and depending on de­ 
mand for service, two or three 
additional trips can be com­ 
pleted. The last loop will begin 
at 4 p.m. 
Adjustments in the route and 
hours of service will be made as 


requirements become more ap­ 
parent.

The new policy decision by 
the Board of Supervisors to 
require successful applicants 
for lot splits on properties 
zoned for one acre or less 
homesites to make road im­ 
provements and dedications 
was described Wednesday by 
County Transportation Director 
Leland Steward as a com ­ 
promise. 
Steward, analyzing the 
board’s action Tuesday, said he 
felt it would affect a “relatively 
narrow fringe around urban 
communities and reduce lot 
split requests considerably to 
areas where road access was 
already available. 
The board had considered a 
police conditions contingent on 
granting lot splits of less than 
five parcels on properties 
where zoning was up to five 
acre homesites. 
Earlier, the board had been 
cautioned by Steward and 
Public Works Director Charles 
Wagner, Steward’s former as­ 
sistant. that proliferating lot 
splits in some county areas — 
and Santa Ynez Valley was 
named as a foremost one — 
were occurring far ahead of 
road 
d e v e l o p m e n t 
and 
portending serious traffic cir­ 
culation problems as well as 
confusing persons buying 
properties in the mistaken idea 
they were to be served by a 
county-maintained road. 
The Planning Commission, 
meanwhile, on a motion by 
Stanley Radom, Santa Ynez 
Valley, voted unanimously to 
grant the appeal of Honor 
LoVerme and Joan Weeks from 
road improvement conditions 
attached to a split of two lots in 
the Fredensborg Canyon Rd. 
area north of Solvang. 
Frank LoVerme, son of one of 
the applicants, explained the lot 
split was needed to resolve a 
family legal situation, and was 
not for the purpose of profit. 
The 7.8-acre property on the 
west side of Fredensborg Ca­ 
nyon Rd., north of Chalk Hill 
Rd., is zoned for one-acre es- 


tate development, and parcels 
would be 5.84 and 1.72 acres. 
Radom’s motion was that the 
larger parcel would come under 
the supervisors’ new policy if it 
were split further; the smaller 
parcel cannot be split under 
present zoning. 


The supervisors’ new road 
im provem ent policy is the 
result of the resplitting of lots 
— parcels of less than five don’t 
come under subdivision road 
improvement requirements — 


to preclude the expense ot put­ 
ting in roads. 
“ This will allow a more 
orderly development to take 
place.’’ Steward said, “as it 
will no doubt lead to develop­ 
ment close to highways and 
then farther in, instead of 
building from the hinterlands.” 
The supervisors had voted 4-1 
to adopt the new policy resolu­ 
tion, with Board Chairman 
Harrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, registering the negative 
vote

Free milk will be provided to 
children of families with low in­ 
comes or unusually high ex­ 
penses, the Lompoc Unified 
School District has announced 
Eligibility for the Special 
Milk Program will be deter­ 
mined according to family size 
and income criteria 
The policy allows, for exam­ 
ple, a family of four with a 
monthly gross income up to 
$634, or a yearly gross income 
up to $7,610 to receive the free 
milk. 
In addition, fam ilies with 
other unusual expenses due to 
high medical or shelter costs in 
excess of 30 per cent of income 
are urged to apply, as well as 
those with special education ex­ 
penses incurred by children 
with mental or physical han­ 
dicaps. 
Foster children may 
also be eligible. 
Application forms are being 
sent to all homes in a letter to 
parents 
Copies are also 
available at the principal’s of­ 
fice at each school. 
Information provided on the 
application is confidential, the 
district says, and will be used 
only to determine free milk 
eligibility. 
To discourage “misrepresen­ 
tation,” the district adds, 
school officials may seek to 
verify application information. 
“Deliberate misrepresentation 


may subject the applicant to 
prosecution under state and 
federal criminal statutes.” 
School principals will deter­ 
mine eligibility. If a parent dis­ 
agrees with a ruling by the prin­ 
cipal, she/he may arrange a 
discussion with the principal or 
make a formal appeal by con­ 
tacting Assistant Superinten­ 
dent Camillo Wilde in the dis­ 
trict administration office. 
Applications may be submit­ 
ted at any time during the year. 
If a family member becomes 
unemployed or if family size 
changes, a new application may 
be submitted.

Governors to eye welfare ills 


DETROIT (UPI) - Meeting 
in a futuristic building in a city 
fighting the decay of the past, 
the nation’s governors ad­ 
dressed themselves today to 
two pressing problems of the 
present — welfare and econom­ 
ic development. 
The Carter administration 
sent HEW Secretary Joseph 
Califano and Commerce Secre­ 
tary Juanita Kreps to the 69th 
annual National Governors 
Conference to discuss two of 
the most vexing problems faced 
by the states — the mounting 
budget drain of welfare rolls 
and the sluggish growth of 
business and industry. 
The meeting in the “ Stai 
W ars” setting of Detroit’s 
Renaissance Center also called 
for the 43 chief state executives 


expected to attend to leave 
their glittering 
surroundings 
and visit an inner city hospital, 
a braw ling police precinct 
house and one of the factories 
which made Detroit the au­ 
tomotive center of the world. 
The purpose of all this, ac­ 
cording to host Gov. William 
Milliken, incoming conference 
chairman, is to use Detroit as 
“ an urban laboratory ... with 
the warts on” to show the need 
for a new emphasis on salvation 
of the cities. 
’ The governors ‘ ‘will see 
problems which some have said 
are insurmountable, and they 
will see imaginative and in­ 
novative solutions,” said Mil- 
liken, the first NGC chairman 
from a northern industrial state 
in recent years. 
Nine candidates compete 


The inner city visits were 
carefully planned, but Detroit 
also ad libbed two problems for 
the governors: 
a Teamsters 
local representing the city’s 
garbage truck drivers and its 
parking meter maids went on 
strike Wednesday. 
The 
governors generally 
seemed favorable to the ad­ 
m inistration’s proposals for 
w elfare reform , but some 
storm signals about the energy 
proposals were in the wind. 
The governors will state their 
positions on these issues before 
the conference ends Friday, but 
there appeared little chance 
they would take any official 
stance on the Panama Canal 
treaties.

Typhoon 
Babe 
nears Okinawa 


TOKYO (UPI) - Typhoon 
B abe, the w orst storm to 
threaten Japan in 18 years, bore 
down on Okinawa today with 
center winds estimated at 123 
m p h., the gov ern m en t’s 
meteorological agency repor­ 
ted. 
The agency said Babe proba­ 
bly would pass close to Miyako 
Island 143 miles southwest of 
Okinawa som etim e Friday 
morning, then move north 
toward Okinawa. 
Okinawa, 1,000 miles south of 
Tokyo, is the site of the largest 
group of U.S. military bases in 
the Far East, with some 46,500 
American servicemen. 


At 9 a.m. (8 p.m. EDT), 
Babe's center was located 394 
miles South of Naha, capital of 
Okinawa province The storm 
was moving north at 15.6 m.p.h. 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Legislation that would permit 
utilities to build a liquefied 
natural gas terminal in Cali­ 
fornia has easily won passage in 
the Assembly. 
The bill (SB1081) by Sen. 
Alfred Alquist, D-San Jose, was 
sent to the Senate on a 73-4 vote 
Wednesday for consideration of 
amendments after less than an 
hour of debate and despite argu­ 
ments the bill would strip local 
communities of authority to 
refuse to locate the terminal in 
their area. 
“ To p reem p t our lo cal 
authorities in such an impor­ 
tant matter is outrageous,” 
said Assemblyman Charles R. 
Imbrecht, R-Ventura. He re­ 
minded the lawm akers that 
many of them came “ up from 
the ranks” of local elected of­ 
ficials. 
Proponents said there is an 
urgent need for the gas, citing 
studies predicting a serious 
natural gas shortage in the ear­ 
ly 1980s and the loss of thou­ 
sands of jobs without the fuel. 
The Senate-passed bill was 
amended in the Assembly to 
meet safety concerns of Assem­ 
bly leaders about locating the 
terminal in a populated area. 


The measure would give the 
state Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion exclusive power to issue 
the final construction permit 
for the LNG facility. The PUC 
would base its final construc­ 
tion permit decision — which 
must be issued by July 31, 1978 
— on sites evaluated by the 
California Coastal Commission. 


The commission, under the 
measure, would be given until 
March 31, 1978 to come up with 
a list of potential sites. 


The PUC would be required 
to issue a permit for the site 
given first priority by the 
Coastal Commission 
“ unless 
doing so would cause signifi­ 
cant curtailment of gas to high 
priority uses.” 


Western LNG A ssociates, 
which wants to build the ter­ 
minal, had considered three 
locations — Point Conception in 
Santa Barbara County, Los 
Angeles Harbor and Oxnard.

Hausner — Red Army Fac­ 
tion,” the kidnapers demanded 
the release of Andreas Baader, 
imprisoned co-founder of the 
group, and 10 other lesser- 
known guerrillas. 
The kidnapers dem anded 
these 11 be assem bled at 
Frankfurt airport by 8 a.m. 
Wednesday and flown abroad 
after each had been paid about 
$44,000 in cash. 
Pastor Martin Niemoeller, 
general secretary of the Inter­ 
national Federation on Human 
Rights, must accompany the 11 
abroad, the kidnapers said. 
In response to a second kid­ 
naper demand, the government 
said Wednesday it “ accepts 
part one of the letter of Sept. 7, 
1977.”

The archivists began looking 
through 124 boxes Wednesday to 
make records of the 2,000 
watches, necklaces, earrings, 
vases, clocks and other gifts 
that went to the Nixon family. 
A spokesman said the archi­ 
vists originally thought the job 
would take eight weeks but 
believe they may complete it in 
a shorter time 
Each gift is supposed to have 
a slip of paper attached iden­ 
tifying it. The spokesm an 
declined to say whether the sl­ 
ips checked thus far were in 
good order. He insisted it was 
just an inventory, not a check of 
possible missing items. 
Jay Solomon, head of the 
General Services Administra­ 
tion, said the search “ may 
a n s w e r q u e s t i o n s ab out 
whether there were gifts to the 
Ni xons that w e r e never 
recorded ... or whether certain 
gifts are missing ...” 
The GSA operates the Nation­ 
al Archives, which stored the 
crates of gifts in its Presiden­ 
tial Libraries Room since Nix­ 
on left the White House They 
are technically in the custody of 
the State Department’s chief of 
protocol under a 196A law that 
says foreign gifts valued at 
more than $50 belong to the 
government.

OAKLAND (UP1) - Assem­ 
blyman Dan Boatwright, D- 
Concord. has admitted he pres­ 
sured a state agency not to buy 
land for a wildlife preserve on 
property “an old friend” in­ 
tends to subdivide, the Oakland 
Tribune reported Wednesday. 
The state Wildlife Conserva­ 
tion Board decided Tuesday not 
to pursue purchase of the land, 
317 acres adjoining the Suisun 
Marsh in Solano County. 
Boatwright, chairman of the 
influential Ways and Means 
Committee, admitted he lob­ 
bied to halt state acquisition of 
the land on which Kenneth Hof­ 
mann. a Concord developer and 
b u s in e s s 
a s s o c ia te 
of 
Boatwright, wants to build 
houses, the Tribune said. 


The paper said Boatwright 
conceded Hofmannwas an “old 
friend" but quoted the legisla­ 
tor as denying his successful in­ 
tervention was prompted by his 
association with Hofmann 
The Tribune quoted this ex­ 
planation by Boatwright: 


"The state was about to 
spend $4,500 an acre on land 
which is worth maybe $200 or 
$300 an acre. It could have been 
any other builder and I would 
have felt the same way. 
“Unfortunately, for me. it 
was Hofmann who is a friend of 
mine. 


“By doing this, I saved the 
state $1.8 million. So if the 
burden falls on my shoulders, I 
still have the satisfaction of 
saving the state that much 
money. 1 feel good about it.” 
Besides the no-buy decision 
by the wildlife board, an 
amendment inserted into this 
year’s Suisun Marsh Preserva­ 
tion Act also blocked the state 
from buying the acreage which 
Hofmann seeks to subdivide for 
residential development. 
The Oakland newspaper said 
Boatwright admitted bringing 
his influence to bear on both the 
board action and legislative 
amendment. 
The Legislature voted in 1974 
to maintain the 85.000-acre 
Suisun Marsh in the Sacramen- 
to-San Jaoquin River Delta, the 
winter home of about 20 per 
cent of California’s migrating 
ducks and geese. 
Besides the marshland itself, 
the state moved to acquire a 
buffer area around it affording 
protection 
from commercial 
development. A bill charging 
the Bay Conservation and 
Development Commission with 
working out the best way to 
protect the marsh by state land 
purchases was headed for final 
Senate approval last Friday 
when the amendment was in­ 
serted exempting the 317 acres 
in question, the Tribune said.

pay raise 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
gave an across-the-board $35 a 
month plus 5 per cent pay raise 
to his office staff and cabinet 
members on July 1, while op­ 
posing a proposed wage in­ 
crease for himself. 
One top secretary Wednesday 
said the unannounced action 
was aim ed a t rew ard in g 
relatively low paid gubernatori­ 
al employes who do not receive 
the “psychic” income of top as­ 
sistants. 
The governor’s pay is set by 
law at $49,100 a year. Brown op­ 
posed legislation to increase it 
along with the salaries of other 
top state officials. 


The governor’s office pay 
package incorporates for 
gubernatorial employes the 
concept of Brown’s flat $70 pay 
raise for most state workers 
last year, plus a traditional 
percentage increase 


The increases, provided for in 
the state budget which took ef­ 
fect July 1. were granted to 
every employe of the gover­ 
nor's office — from Chief of 
Staff Gray Davis to clerical 
staffers. For the clericals, the 
increases averaged 9 per cent 
while they hit about 6 per cent 
for key aides such as Davis. 
In addition, the salary of full 
cabinet officers was increased 
from $44.232 to $47,549 a year, 
or 7 5 per cent, the same 
average pay increase for most 
civil servants. 


Tom Quinn, Brown's cabinet- 
level environmental protection 
adviser and chairman of the Air 
Resources Board, who is paid a 
separate salary for each post, 
also received the increase, 
which boosted his state earn­ 
ings to $47.436. 


Davis said the flat $35-a- 
month increase plus 5 per cent 
for everyone helped narrow the 
differential between various 
classes of gubernatorial em­ 
ployes. 


He said it was designed to 
“assist the people who do not 
receive the psychic income the 
rest of us do.” 


Davis’ salary climbed from 
$3.429 a month to $3.630. Among 
others, the pay of B.T. Collins, 
the governor’s lobbyist, went

During his first year in office, 
Brown ordered the pay of his 
top assistants reduced by 7 per 
cent from that which their 
Reagan administration pre­ 
decessors received.

It would require, in some 
cases, that hospitals wishing to 
expand facilities reduce the 
number of beds unless they 
showed an 80 per cent oc­ 
cupancy rate. 


Supporters of control meas­ 
ures say unused beds hike 
overhead costs which in turn 
result in increased costs to 
patients. 


Sen. Arlen Gregorio, D-San 
Mateo, floor sponsor of the 
Berman bill, said the original 
law was “less than successful” 
in holding down unnecessary 
capital spending.

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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
heavily amended bill granting 
state employes a form of collec­ 
tive bargaining, except the 
right to strike, has won passage 
from the Assembly. 
The measure (SB839) by Sen 
Ralph Dills, D-Gardena, was 
returned to the Senate for con­ 
currence in amendments on a 
68-6 vote Wednesday. The 
proposal was sponsored by the 
California State Employes As­ 
sociation which claim s to 
represent about 110.000 state 
workers. 
O riginally, the bill was 
regarded as a fairly tough 
modified collective bargaining 
bill but it was watered down by 
opponents as it tra v ele d 
through the legislature. 
The bill would allow civil ser­ 
vice employes and teachers 
employed by the Department of 
Education or Superintendent of 
Public Instruction to join 
employe representative organi­ 
zations that would confer with 
the governor on wages, hours 
and other terms and conditions 


of employment. 
If agreement was reached, 
the parties would prepare a 
memorandum of understanding 
and present it to the legis­ 
lature. 


They could mutually agree to 
a mediator in order to settle 
any dispute or either party 
could request the Public Em­ 
ployment Relations Board to 
settle a dispute. 


The Educational Employ­ 
ment Relations Board would be 
renamed the Public Employ­ 
ment Relations Board (PERB) 
and would be charged with es­ 
tablishing procedures for allow­ 
ing exclusive representation 
and investigating, hearing and 
deciding charges of unfair labor 
practices. 


Marty Morgenstern, Gov Ed­ 
mund G 
Brown J r.’s chief 
labor negotiator, said he would 
recommend to the governor 
that he sign the measure 
“I think it’s a good, balanced, 
moderate bill,” he said.

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Rangers, county employes 
gain temporary victory 


County park rangers and 
other county employes who 
have been hit by possessory in­ 
terest taxes ranging up to as 
much as $900 this year for 
county housing utilized 
as a 
condition of employment have 
won a temporary victory after 
their protests to the Board of 
Supervisors. 
The board voted 4-1 to reim­ 
burse the 23 County Park 
Department employes and five 
county building custodians for 
their county tax bills this year. 
Park Director Michael Pahos 
estimated the park rangers’ tax 
bills possibly averaged about 
$200. 
Making personal appearances 
before the board terming the 
taxes unjust w ere P a rk 
Rangers Carl Lorenz, Los 
Alamos; Sam Lowr, Santa 
Maria; Harley Hastings, and 
Dennis M. Lang, of South Coast 


area parks. 
“ This results in a cut in pay 
for us,” claimed Lowr, while 
Lang termed the bills to the 
rangers as “ unfair,” claiming 
“ we can’t do as we want as 
renters of public property and 
are on call 24 hours a day.” 
Hastings said his bill had 
been scaled down from $423 to 
$164 “ and I wonder if they know 
what they’re doing,” referring 
to the assessor’s office. 
Lorenz maintained rangers 
don’t have exclusive use of 
their rented property, a 
requisite of possessory interest 
charges. 
The county counsel’s office 
explained that the courts now 
have interpreted the possessory 
interest law as including not 
only public employes renting 
public housing but also those 
utilizing such housing as a con­ 
dition of employment.

County firem en renting 
county duplexes in various 
parts of the county are also get­ 
ting similar tax bills, but won't 
be compensated by the county 
because such housing is not 
required as a condition of 
employment. 
“ They have exclusive use of 
tax exempt public property,” 
said Assessor William Cook, ad­ 
ding that state law requires him 
to tax such county employes 
now. 
Board chairman H arrell 
Fletcher observed that only the 
assessor could disallow the 
taxes, while the county counsel 
suggested one alternative 
would be to adjust salaries to 
allow for the increased expense 
to the employes. 


Reimbursement to the Park 
Department rangers and others 
in like position was voted with 
Supervisor William Wallace 
dissenting, saying he preferred 
to have more information about 
certain cases before awarding 
reimbursement “ across the 
board.”

A position opposing develop­ 
ment of a number of principal 
roads in the Santa Ynez Valley 
into four-lane arteries under a 
county master plan proposal 
was reiterated by members of 
the subcirculation group of the 
Santa Ynez Valley Advisory 
Committee at a meeting con­ 
ducted Tuesday night in 
Solvang. 
Mrs. Loma Pinassi, subgroup 
ch airm an, said she and 
members of her committee not 
only expressed opposition once 
again to four laning of such 
roads as Alamo Pintado, Mis­ 
sion Drive (Highway 246) 
through Solvang, Baseline 
Avenue, and Edison and 
Sagunto Streets, but also 
emphasized that no new road 
projects should be undertaken 
in the future which would take 
prime agricultural land out of 
production 
The session was marked by a 
comprehensive study of various 
areas in the valley. 
• 
Opposition was expressed to 
the extension of Baseline 
Avenue west to Fredensborg 
Canyon Road as w ell as 
Samantha in Santa Ynez from 
Calzada to Edison Street. 
Mrs. Pinassi said the senti­ 
ments of the com m ittee 
members regarding future road 
development were based on 
current zoning — particularly 


that of large parcels in 
agriculture. 
Members felt that Dove 
Meadow Road in Santa Ynez 
Oaks could be lengthened to 
Baseline and agreed there was 
no need to extend the Freden­ 
sborg Canyon Road in a wester­ 
ly direction. 
The committee also agreed 
that a plan to further develop 
the Skytt Mesa Road west of 
Solvang onto Highway 246 
would require further study. 
Members also noted that a 
proposed development of land 
west of Fifth Street could pos­ 
sibly engender a heavy flow of 
traffic on Fifth Street.

Roy blasts solo homer 


Turnbull upsets 
Virginia Wade 
at Forest Hills 


FOREST HILLS, N Y. (UPI) - 
Twelfth-seeded Wendy Turnbull stunned 
Wimbledon queen Virginia Wade today 
with a lopsided 6-2, 6-1 victory and 
moved into the semi-finals of the U.S. 
Open Tennis Championships against 
second-seeded Martina Navratilova. 
Navratilova polished off lOth-seeded 
Yugoslavian Mima Jausovic 6-4, 6-1 in 
the opening match on Stadium court to­ 
day. 
The 24-year-old Turnbull, who forced 
the 32-year-old Englishwoman into 
numerous mistakes, was never in any 
serious danger 
Turnbull of Brisbane, Australia, who 
has shown great improvement in the past 
year, broke Wade’s service in the second 
game of the second set and cruised from 
there 
Turnbull said she was told by her 
World Team Tennis Coach Marty Ries- 
sen of the Cleveland Nets that she could 
be one of the top five women’s players in 
the world if she improved a few aspects 
of her game. 
For Wade, who triumphed over Betty 
S*i ve in the Wimbledon final earlier this 
summer, it was a match Filled with 
frustration 
She would often charge the net only to 
miss relatively easy shots. Her serve 
lacked its customary zip and her 
forehand shots never really tested Turn­ 
bull. 
The unexpected loss shattered Wade's 
dream of Wimbledon and Open victories 
in the same year. 
“I’m surprised I beat her but not over­ 
ly surprised.” Turnbull said. “This is her 
best surface. She’s beaten me four or 
five times before and this is the first 
time I’ve beaten her But everyone kept 


coming up to me before the match say­ 
ing. ‘You can do it. You can do it.’ I was 
kinda wishing they would stop saying 
that to me.” 
Turnbull, dressed in a black and white 
striped blouse with her hair cut short, 
said she was already starting to think 
about her semi-final opponent midway 
through the second set. 
“I started thinking, ‘Gee. now I have to 
play Martina,’ but then I said to myself. 
You’ve got to win this one first,”’ Turn­ 
bull said. “I’ve never beaten Martina in 
a three-set match and she’s really quick 
now My biggest problem with her is that 
I’ll be playing on the Stadium court I’ve 
never played in the Stadium and I was 
really glad when I found out I'd be play­ 
ing Virginia in the grandstand today.” 
Navratilova said Wade’s defeat did not 
catch her offguard 
“I wasn't surprised she lost because 
she doesn’t like to play against runners,” 
said Navratilova. Speaking of her up­ 
coming match Friday, she added: “It’s 
going to be a runners’ match, but I’m go­ 
ing to be more aggressive. In her (Turn­ 
bull’s) head she’s more confident than 
last year and a better all-around player. 
I’ve gotten a lot better Because of my 
weight loss I move better and last 
longer.” 
She did just that against Jausovic. 
Attacking the net aggressively, 
Navratilova, who has shed 23 pounds in 
the past year, ripped through her long­ 
time girlhood friend. 


The former Czech, who defected at the 
Open here two years ago after losing in 
the sem i-finals, charged the net 
repeatedly forcing Jausovic into tactital 
errors.

to multi-year pact 


INGLEWOOD, Calif. (UPI) - The Los 
Angeles Lakers have found the play- 
makmg guard they needed in Ernie Di- 
Gregorio, a flashy ball-handier who was 
considered expendable by the Buffalo 
Braves 
The Lakers called a news conference 
Wednesday to announce the signing of 
DiGregorio, a former Providence 
University star, who was under a five- 
year $2 million contract that had one 
season to run. 
The Lakers announced only that the 26- 
year-old guard signed a multi-year con­ 
tract 
The Los Angeles Herald-Examiner 
said the Lakers got DiGregorio for 
nothing and that Buffalo even agreed to 
pick up part of the tab on his big salary, 
about $400,000 a season. But the Lakers 
had no comment on this. 
DiGregorio looked happy to be aboard 
at the news conference and said: 
“I’m very happy and excited about be­ 
ing here. I look forward to helping the 
Lakers win the championship this year. I 
mst want to do the things that are going 


to help the team win.” 
DiGregorio is not a high scorer but the 
Lakers aren’t going to ask him to score 
but to feed Kareem Abdul-Jabbar and 
forwards Cazzie Russell and Jamaal 
Wilkes 
He has an assist average of 5.6 per 
game and a career free throw percen­ 
tage of 906. In his four years in the NBA, 
he set the league’s assist record once and 
the free throw record twice. 
His free throw record is 945, set last 
season when he hit 138 on 146 attempts. 
He broke the old mark of 932 set by Bill 
Sharman. the Lakers’ general manager, 
when he played with the Boston Celtics. 
Sharman described DiGregorio as 
“one of the best playmaker-passers in 
the league,” said he has “ great 
peripheral vision” and “will create more 
movement, more team concepts 
Laker Coach Jerry West was not on 
hand. 
Buffalo figured it did not need 
DiGregorio any more after getting Nate 
Archibald from the New York Nets 
Randy Smith is Buffalo’s other guard 
The George Foster deal:

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Kidnap business most 
successful in Italy 


ROME (U P I) - Kidnap Inc., 
once the fastest growing in­ 
dustry in Italy, is branching out 
to other m ajor European 
markets. Business is booming. 
Although Italy still leads 
Europe in the number of kid- 
napings with 53 this year and 
the amount of ransom paid, an 
estimated $65 million over the 
past two years, the crime is 
catching on rapidly in West 
Germany, France arid Spain. 
One Italian kidnaper claimed 
his overhead costs run at an 
$11,000 a day and ransoms have 
jumped to record highs — 
police estimate the average 
ransom at $450,000. 
When one Italian shopowner 
told telephoning kidnapers all 
he could raise for his wife’s ran­ 
som was $330,000. one sneered. 
“ That won’t even pay our ex­ 
penses 
These things cost 
$11,000 a day.” 
Kidnap-related industries are 
springing up 
Wealthy businessmen and 
politicians are surrounding 
themselves and their families 
with heavily armed bodyguards 
and even taking out kidnap in­ 
surance. 
Driving schools in Switzer­ 
land and Italy have begun 
teaching chauffeurs how to pre­ 
vent their bosses from being 
kidnaped. And a custom au­ 
tomobile shop in Italy special­ 
izes in installing armor and 
bullet-proof glass in limousines. 
But all the new precautions 
have failed to stem the tide of 
abductions throughout Europe. 
This week, urban guerrillas in 
West Germany nabbed in­ 
dustrialist Hanns 
M artin 
Schleyer, demanding the re­ 
lease of 11 of their comrades 
from jail Spanish police are in­ 
vestigating the disappearance 
Monday of the 4-year-old 


daughter of the Belgian consul 
in Valencia. 
The kidnapers have diverse 
motives Some of the ransom 
money has turned up in Euro­ 
pean hideouts of both ultra-left 
and 
u ltra - rig h t 
urban 
guerrillas. 
Some kidnapers use ransom 
to buy guns and others to 
finance other criminal ven­ 
tures. The biggest kidnaping in 
Italy came in 1973 with the ab­ 
duction of J. Paul Getty III, 
grandson of the late oil 
magnate. Getty’s abductors 
collected $2.9 million after 
hacking off one of his ears to 
prove they meant business. 
Italian police later said the 
kidnapers wanted the money to 
buy into a drug smuggling ring. 
There have been three major 
kidnapings in Spain this year, 
two of them carried out by 
political extremists. 'Die third, 
that of the Belgian consul’s 
daughter, was apparently car­ 
ried out for ransom. 
French extremists got into 
the act with the kidnaping of 
Lucino Revelli-Beaumont, 58, 
the head of Fiat-France. His 
kidnapers threatened to kill 
him because of the Fiat auto 
company’s alleged exploitation 
of its workers. 


Mormon 
president 
hospitalized 


SALT LA KE CITY (U P I) - 
Mormon Church President 
Spencer W. Kim ball spent 
Wednesday night in LD S 
Hospital, under observation for 
respiratory and stomach prob­ 
lems. 
The 82-year-old Kimball was 
attending a meeting with 
members of the Church of the 
Latter-day Saints Education 
Commission when he began 
having trouble breathing and 
was forced to leave the con­ 
ference. 
Dr. Ernest L. Wilkinson, 
Kim ball’s cardiologist, per­ 
formed diagnostic tests on the 
spiritual leader of the world’s 
nearly four million Mormons. 
Wilkinson said, “ No serious 
health problems have been 
determined,” 


Salty answer to beating drought 


AVALON (U P I) - Island 
dw ellers off the coast of 
Southern California have found 
a partial solution to the drought 
parching the western United 
States: They use their most 
abundant resource, salt water, 
to conserve their scarcest 
resource, fresh water. 
Toilets on Catalina Island are 
flushed with salt water. Streets 
are washed with it and fires are 
fought with it. Beachgoers rinse 
off sand by taking outdoor salt 
water showers. 
About half the city of 
Avalon’s 1,600 homes and 
businesses have two sets of 
pipes — one set carrying salt 
water to toilets and fire 
hydrants, the other fresh water 
to sinks and bathtubs. 
Water has always been a 
worry on the island, which has 
experienced droughts every 
decade, 
but conservation 
became particularly important 


this dry year, with the reservoir 
less than 20 per cent full. 
The island, 26 miles offshore 
from Los Angeles, has saved 
100 acre feet per year of fresh 
water by using salt water — 
one-fourth of total water con­ 
sumption. 
Mayor Rudy Piltch has asked 
the California legislature for 
$600,000 to expand the salt 
water plumbing system to all 
residents, which he said would 
double fresh water savings to 
200 acre feet per year — half 
the total water consumption. 
“ All coastal communities 
could use a salt water system to 
save their fresh water,” Piltch 
said in a recent interview. “ Our 
system could be a demonstra­ 
tion project for them.” 
Plumbing for salt water was 
first installed in the 1920s. With 
no reservoir in those days, it 
was even more important for 
island dwellers to save fresh 


water. 
Residents have used their salt 
water plumbing ever since, in 
years of drought as well as 
abundant rain. For the past few 
years, the cost of salt water for 
each household has been a flat 
$18 per year. 


Islanders speak with pride of 
their salt water plumbing. The 
concept is, they believe, ahead 
of its time. But they admit it 
has one disadvantage: Salt 
water corrodes pipe and other 
materials. 


Avalon firefighters, for 
example, must rinse their hoses 
with fresh water after blazes to 
prevent the salt from weaken­ 
ing them. 


Firefighter Bodie Hawryluk 
said hours of cleaning away 
corrosion from the insides of 
hydrants, pumps and on the 
engines is necessary but it pays 
off 


Lemon juice cancer cure 
fraud may be nationwide 


R I V E R S I D E ( U P I ) - 
Cancer patients treated with a 
potion of lemon juice and dis­ 
tilled water to rid themselves of 
the disease may be the victims 
of a nationwide fraud. 
C a lifo rn ia 
m edical 
authorities disclosed Wednes­ 
day they are working with of­ 
ficials in the other 49 states to 
determine how widespread the 
lemon juice “ cancer cure” has 
become. 
John Urso, regional supervi­ 
sor for the state Department of 
Consumer Affairs’ Board of 
Medical Quality Assurance, 
said the agency is investigating 
at least three possible viola­ 
tions of law by R.J. Rudd and 
Associates, operators of the 
Murie* ta Hot Springs health 
spa. 
The clinic — owned by Morris 
Shenker, a St. Louis attorney 


who also owns the Dunes Hotel- 
Casino on the Las Vegas Strip 
— was raided by sheriff s 
deputies last week Authorities 
confiscated hundreds of pounds 
of files belonging to cancer and 
other terminally ill patients 
who had been given the “ lemon 
juice” treatment at the facility. 


Urso also said the state 
agency is cooperating with 
medical boards in other states 
involving as many as 700 
“ testers’’ who channeled 
cancer patients into Rudd’s 
facility and who may be in 
violation of medical treatment 
laws in their states 


No criminal charges have 
been brought in the case, but 
the district attorney’s office is 
considering 
presenting 
evidence seized in the raid to 
the county grand jury. 


They settled for $2 million in 
ransom and released Revelli- 
Beaumont unharmed. Police 
later arrested the kidnapers 
and recovered most of the 
money from secret Swiss bank 
accounts. 


Humans have not been the 
only kidnap victims in Europe. 
Among the other targets ha\e 
been a race horse, a talking 
Mynah bird, a pair of dead 
bodies, negatives of a Federico 
Fellini film and an Afghan 
hound 


Murder suspect out on 
bail despite confession' 


W HITE PLAINS. N Y. (U PI) 
— Richard Herrin, charged 
with the claw-hammer slaying 
of his girl friend. Bonnie 
Garland, is still out on bail 
despite his alleged murder con­ 
fession and the fears of the vic­ 
tim’s family. 
State Supreme Court Justice 
John Walsh Wednesday refused 
to revoke the $50,000 bail, but 
ordered Herrin not to set foot in 
Westchester County, except for 
court appearances 


Assistant District Attorney 
Anthony Moley had urged bail 
be revoked because Herrin has 
“ no roots in the state” and “ has 
allegedly confessed to the 
crime ” 


The judge said his order 
restricting the defendant’s 
movements was designed to 
allay the fears of the victim’s 


parents, who “ have expressed 
profound fears for their safety 
and that of their other 
children.” 
Herrin is staying at the Chris­ 
tian Brothers Community in 
Albany, but was staying at the 
Garland home at the time of the 
murder. 
The husky 23-year-old gradu­ 
ate geology student from Los 
Angeles is charged with fatally 
beating Miss Garland, 20, a 
Yale University music student, 
in the bedroom of her Scar- 
sdale. N Y., home on July 7. 
He surrendered to a pnest in 
Coxsakie, near Albany, four 
hours after Miss Garland was 
found in her bed, unconscious 
and bleeding 
She died 20 hours after the at­ 
tack, which allegedly stemmed 
from her desire to see other 
men. 
Soviets go sour on Dylan 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Bob 
Dylan may have been a 
counterculture hero and anti­ 
war singer in the 60s, but the 
Soviet press says he’s nothing 
more than a money-hungry 
capitalist now 
The newspaper Literaturnaya 
Gazeta said Wednesday that 
Dylan — in the turbulent years 
of the Vietnam War — “ bravely 
uncovered the vices of the

“ Rock and roll apostles had 
been signing contracts with 
those who they laughed at in 
their songs ”

Gin Chow rides again! 


For years it has been bruited about the 
corridors of w ater committees that 
more water was being diverted from the 
Santa Ynez River at Gibraltar than 
would be permitted if the Gin Chow 
Judgment were adhered to strictly. The 
judgment was the court’s way of spelling 
out the rule of law in governing the use of 
S a n ta Y nez R iv e r 
w a te r o utside the 
river’s watershed 
Now c o m e s th e 
disclosure by Thomas 
M Stetson, consulting 
engineer for Santa 
Ynez R iv er W ater 
Conservation District, 
that the City of Santa 
B a rb a ra has been 
diverting more than 
the 4.200 acre feet an­ 
nually called for by 
Gin Chow. 


Stanley C. Hatch, legal counsel for the 
district, interpreted the results of Stet­ 
son’s revelations In a word, when Santa 
Barbara diverts more than the 4,200 a.f., 
it directly reduces the safe yield at 
Cachuma. 
Stetson’s figures show that 
a diversion of 10.000 a.f. per year 
“results in a decrease in safe yield of the 
Cachuma Project during the critical 
p erio d to a b o u t 26.400 a .f . p e r 
year.” The Bureau of Reclamation com­ 
puted the safe yield at the reservoir in 
1968 at 27,500 a.f. 
Safe Yield is the 
amount of water that is, under ordinary 
circumstances, replaced in the reservoir 
annually. 


In a letter to the County Water Agency 
which was approved Tuesday night by 
the water district board of directors, it 
was noted: “To the extent that the City 
of Santa Barbara operates its reservoir 
conjunctively with the Cachuma Project, 
permitting its use to exceed safe yield 
parameters for the reservoir, it is in­ 
creasing its own water supply at the ex­ 
pense of all other entities utilizing 
Cachuma Project water.” 


District directors paused a moment 
before approving the letter, because of 
the concern that the letter was throwing 
down the gauntlet, and in effect 
threatening action that might be calling 
for the district to sue Santa Barbara. 


Hatch dispelled the concerns by noting 
that the letter in effect was asking the 
Bureau to take action and aside from 
possible initial warnings, that would 
mean a lawsuit to re-establish the in­ 
tegrity of the 4,200 a.f. diversion figure. 


Copies of the letter were ordered sent 
to the Bureau and to all the entities and 
purveyors that are affected by the diver­ 
sions 


This column has long reflected a

In another segment, the newsletter 
declares, “Of course we all know that 
our water stinks and doesn’t taste very 
well.” 
Then the editor goes on to ex­ 
plain that residents had previously 
rejected a bid by the water company to 
finance a filtration plant. 


BITS AND PIECES The Postal Ser­ 
vice isn’t all bad. A letter addressed to 
my home at an incorrect address, was 
finally delivered to my desk at the 
Record ... There are still a few honest in­ 
dividuals left, probably more than we 
realize 
This week I lost my checkbook 
containing a few dollars on J Street and 
got a call from a man who said someone 
came to his apartm ent door in an effort 
to find the owner. 
The apartm ent 
dweller noted my name and telephone 
number on the checks and gave me a 
call. 
I was stunned when I found the 
money intact. I told this story the other 
night and it triggered a similar tale from 
Stanley C. Hatch, legal counsel for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District. Hatch told of three occasions in 
which his wife lost her purse and 
recovered it with the contents intact. 
One of the occasions was in Russia dur­ 
ing the Hatch family visit. The purse 
contained passports and a large amount 
of cash in addition to personal papers On 
another occasion, the purse was lost at 
Los Angeles International Airport and on 
the third occasion the purse was left 
behind in a taxi ... During the repair of 
the city’s transit bus, the system pressed 
a station wagon into service. This 
reporter and his wife had occasion to use 
the s e rv ic e and found th e rid es 
reasonably priced From a point in the 
south of Lompoc to our home in the north 
end cost us 25 cents each. During the 
ride, there was constant radio chatter 
between the driver and his dispatcher. 
There were obviously a lot of people 
coming to depend on the service. 


WASHINGTON — The man behind the 
murder of Chilean exile leader Orlando 
Letelier, as federal investigators have 
pieced together the mystery, is probably 
Chile’s shadowy secret police chief, 
Manuel Contreras Sepulveda. 
In one of the most complicated in­ 
vestigations since W atergate, FBI sl­ 
euths have traced the 
man who ordered the 
killing to Contreras’ 
office in Santiago, 
Chile. 
They are not 
yet certain, however, 
w hether C o n tre ra s 
himself gave the order 
or whether it came 
from a top aide. 
M o st 
f e d e r a l 
sources believe the 
murder could not have 
b een c a r r ie d o u t 
w ithout 
C o n tre ra s’ 
direct approval. 
In fact, some Justice 
Dept 
sources speculate that Chilean 
President Augusto Pinochet himself per­ 
sonally suggested the assassination 
No one working on the case will com­ 
ment directly. But we have learned that 
the FBI has stepped up its activity 
among terrorists in Miami and hopes to 
resolve the case in the near future, com­ 
plete with the names of the actual assas­ 
sins. 
Letelier was killed by a bomb, which 
was attached beneath his Chevrolet. The 
bomb exploded last September 21 as he 
was driving down Washington’s tranquil 
Em bassy Row with two American 
colleagues, Mike and Ronnie Moffitt. 
The blast killed Letelier and Mrs. Mof­ 
fitt but miraculously spared her hus­ 
band. 
Afterward, an anguished Mike 
Moffitt begged us to investigate the 
bombing 
We have kept in close touch, 
therefore, with the federal investigation. 
Within a few weeks, we were able to 
identify Chile’s notorious secret police, 
known by the dread initials DINA, as the 
probable culprits. Now we can describe 
the murder plot. 
We are told that Pinochet expressed 
his displeasure with Letelier to the DINA 
chief. 
We have reason to believe that 
Contreras, in response to the Chilean 
president’s wishes, dispatched a DINA 
officer to the United States to meet with 
two leaders of Brigade 2506, an organiza­ 
tion of Bay of Pigs veterans. 
Some members of the brigade, trained 
in violence by the CIA, allegedly have 
become right-wing terrorists. The DINA 
agent was put in touch with them, ac­ 
cording to our sources, by a 
Chilean 
diplomat in the United States, who 
secretly works for DINA. 
We reach ed th e d ip lo m at who 
reportedly has been interrogated by U.S. 
authorities. At first, he told us through 
an interpreter that the affair was his 
“private problem.” Then he refused to 
comment; then his aide told us the 


charge was “ ridiculous.” 
Investigators tell us, however, the two 
brigade leaders contacted among others 
a Cuban demolitions expert, Guillermo 
Novo, in New Jersey. At the time, he 
was on probation after conviction for il­ 
legal use of explosives. He violated his 
probation and is now a fugitive. 
The assassination plot was worked out, 
our sources say, at a secret rendezvous 
near Bonao in the Dominican Republic. 
It was decided that a special shaped 
plastic charge was needed for the bomb­ 
ing 
The explosive was available on the 
s tre e ts of M iam i, and the bom b 
m aterials were bought and fashioned in 
the United States, most sources believe. 
However, one source told us the bomb 
was actually constructed in Chile. 
It was later delivered to the Miami 
area by a Chilean m ilitary official carry­ 
ing a diplomatic passport and flying in a 
m ilitary airplane, the source said. The 
device was transm itted to a member of 
Brigade 2506, we are told. 
He then 
carried it to New Jersey where the as­ 
sassination team was waiting for it. 
They used the bomb, according to our 
sources, to kill Letelier. 
The Justice Dept, had no formal com­ 
ment on the case. We have learned that 
prosecutors, however, are trying to 
figure how to get testim ony from 
Chileans with diplomatic immunity and 
how to extradite potential defendants 
from Chile. 
Footnote: 
The Chilean government 
has repeatedly denied any involvement 
with the assassination. Spokesmen for 
Brigade 2506 also have sworn that their 
members had nothing to do with m urder­ 
ing Letelier. Incidentally, Chile has an­ 
nounced the dissolution of DINA. 
But 
our sources say its duties simply have 


been taken over by other organizations. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: 
Graciela 
Olivarez is raising hackles inside the 
Community Services Administration. 
This is the agency that has taken over 
the work of the Poverty Corps. Not long 
after she took command of the new 
agency, she called the staff together not 
to outline programs to help the poor but 
to complain about coffee stains on the 
floor and waste paper in the ladies' 
room. 
— President C arter has earm arked $4 
billion to create 600,000 temporary jobs. 
Yet a tiny office inside the Commerce 
Dept, has helped create more than one 
million permanent jobs in the United 
States on a meager $100.000 budget. This 
two-man office runs the Invest in USA 
program, which has persuaded several 
foreign m anufacturers to set up plants in 
this country. 


— Rep. Parren Mitchell, D-Md., leader 
of the congressional black caucus, called 
on President C arter last week to com­ 
plain about high unemployment among 
blacks. Inside the oval office, Mitchell 
told the president to his face: 
“ Mr. 
President, when you’re right, I’ll praise 
you and stand by you.

A very interesting article appeared in 
the August 29th issue of the Lompoc 
Record entitled “50 cents Tax Cut Ap­ 
proval Won from County Supervisors.” 
This article has two important m es­ 
sages: (1) that the county tax rate will 
be reduced by 50 cents to a rate of $2 46, 
and (2) that the assessed valuation in­ 
creased 26 per cent this year in the 
county. 
To the uninitiated who think they are 
getting a tax reduction, let me explain a 
few facts; 
The tax rate is based on each $100 of 
assessed property valuation. 
A close 
look at one’s county tax statem ent will 
show that only approximately 28 per cent 
of the total is for county tax 
The 
remaining taxes are accounted for by 
fire and police protection, 9 per cent; 
various water and flood control agences, 
2 per cent; hospital boards, 3 per cent; 
and last and most significant, school 
taxes, 58 per cent. Now, let us do some 
simple arithm etic. 
Assume the fair 
market value of your property is $25,000 
and your current assessed valuation is 
$6,250 Your current payment, adding up 
ali the above taxes, is approximately $11 
per hundred dollars assessed valuation, 
or $687. 
Of this tax, only $192 is for 
county tax. Now we get to the big rip- 
off. Your county tax rate is reduced 50 
cents. This reduces your total tax bill by 
5 per cent, or $31 But, very shortly, your 
$25,000 house is now determined by the 
county assessor to be worth $50,000 The 
assessed value is now $12,500, and your 
tax is $1,312. Now, any sixth grader, even 
one who has had the new math, knows 
that this is not a tax reduction. If you 
doubt this, read carefully the article in 
the August 31st issue of the Lompoc 
Record entitled “ Tax Rate Down for 
Lompocans” and see what happened to 
the residents of Santa Ynez. 
This brings us to the second message. 
In the above-referenced article, it was 
also stated that based upon these in­ 
creased assessments, the county will 
receive the 26 per cent increase in ad­ 
ditional revenue. 
Because of this ad­ 
ditional revenue, our gracious public ser­ 
vants give you, the people they are 
responsible to, a 5 per cent reduction in 
county taxes. 
Thank God for small 
favors! 


reply. I assume the supervisors are too 
busy thinking up ways to spend this ex­ 
cess revenue, such as increasing their 
own salaries. 
Unless we put pressure on our elected 
representatives, both county and state, 
to enact true property tax reform, there 
will appear an article in the August 31, 
1978, Lompoc Record entitled “Tax bill 
UP for Lompocans,” and then it will be 
too late.

Good news 
from U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS - This towering 
rookery of 147 nations, two m ore to come 
in shortly, is increasingly the target of 
indignation and resentment. 
Worse 
almost is the indifference with which the 
role of what was in its inception intended 
to be the salvation of the world is dis­ 
counted or ignored. 
With his peregrina­ 
tio n s and p re a c h ­ 
m e n ts , 
th e 
U .S . 
delegate to the U.N., 
Andrew Young, has 
h a rd ly h e lp e d to 
mitigate the trend of 
public opinion in this 
country. 
That trend, whether 
it is c a lle d n e o ­ 
isolationism or simply 
fed up with it, is more 
and more dominant. 
In Congress it takes 
various forms, with reprisals against in­ 
ternational organizations such as the 
World Bank. The American contribution 
to the United Nations has been whittled 
down and it is likely to be further 
reduced. 
Knocking the United Nations is an ef­ 
fortless indoor sport. The jobbery, the 
inefficiency of an organization in which 
posts are filled on a ratio of national 
origin and, once in, it is almost impossi­ 
ble to fire the office-holder, are all too 
evident. 
But what this ignores, in the 
opinion of one observer, is the work of 
the U N ’s related agencies. 
Some of these agencies have been 
bogged down in Third World politics. 
There is one, however, that has set a 
high and consistent goal and has become 
a shining light in all the dark places of 
the earth. It is the United Nations Inter­ 
national Children’s Emergency Fund 
(UNICEF). 
The executive director who has guided 
UNICEF since 1965 is Henry R. Labouis- 
se. Its reputation has steadily grown un­

UNICEF Christmas cards 
designed by artists in many countries 
have sold in the millions, as a money- 
raising device and also as a herald of the 
work of the agency w ith children 
everywhere. 
His in itiativ e s have often taken 
courage. UNICEF was the first to send a 
team into war-ravaged Hanoi to try to 
determine the needs of children there. 
There was in the immediate afterm ath 
of the war when the general attitude was 
hands off. Vietnam is one of the two 
countries soon to have U N. membership 
with U.S. sanction if not approval. 
Although he had reached the retire­ 
ment age. Labouisse has been persuaded 
by Secretary General Kurt Waldheim to 
stay on as director for two years That is 
good news indeed. This column is frank­ 
ly a tribute to a dedicated public servant 
who happens also to be a long-time 
friend. 
For 10 years in the Dept, of State, he 
was one of the principals in organising 
Marshall Plan aid. 
As chief of the Marshall Plan special 
mission to France, he was an active par­ 
ticipant in setting up an organization that 
meant so much for the West. 
His first international assignment was 
the s tic k ie s t, m ost d iffic u lt and 
thankless that could possibly be im­ 
agined. 
At the request of Dag Ham­ 
marskjöld, then Secretary General in 
1954, he took the directorship of the 
United Nations Relief and Works Agency 
for Palestine Refugees (UMRWA). This 
was at a time when nearly a million 
Palestinians, most of whom had fled 
from Israel after the 1948 war, were 
festering in squalid cam ps in host 
countries that were only too eager to ex­ 
ploit these unfortunates as a means of 
shaming the new Jewish state. 
The U.N. was unpopular for having had 
a share in partitioning Palestine and the 
refugees tended to blame their plight on 
the international organization. 
Money 
was in short supply. Yet in four years 
Labouisse was able to improve the stan­ 
dard of living in the camps 
Thanks to 
his persistence in getting governments to 
increase their pledges he was able to in­ 
itiate a program of grants under which 
refugees willing to strike out on their 
own were given a down payment on 
shops or farms. 
“ His c o n trib u tio n h a s been in ­ 
valuable,” Hammarskjöld said of his 
task with the refugees. “ He has laid a 
solid foundation for the work which has 
to be taken up.” 
President John F. Kennedy named 
Labouisse ambassador to Greece in 1962. 
After three years he returned to the 
United Nations to head up UNICEF. It 
has been strenuous work, involving long 
and arduous travel to UNICEF posts, 
shared by his wife, the former Eve 
Curie, author and lecturer and daughter 
of Pierre and Marie Curie, the dis­ 
coverers of radium. 
No one knows better than Labouisse 
what a drop in the ocean of hunger and 
disease is the contribution his organiza­ 
tion makes. The budget for 1977 is $150 
m illion. 
M em ber U nited N ations 
governments contribute $92 million and 
the b alan ce com es from so u rc es 
generated by UNICEF, such as the 
Christmas cards, and from a wide range 
of non-governmental contributions. 
For millions of children the UNICEF 
flag is a symbol of hope. 
And in the 
worst extrem ity it can mean a lifeline to 
the future.

County Fire Chief Bill Pat­ 
terson sounded the call this 
week for a countywide fuel 
management program to lessen 
the chances of more wildfire 
holocausts sudi as the recent 
Sycamore Canyon fire in Santa 
Barbara-Montecito area, and 
other major conflagrations 
which have sprung up in the 
South Coastal foothill and 
forests in the past two decades. 
The Board of Supervisors, 
after hearing the fire chief 


specify the need for creation of 
lateral county fuel break areas 
to tie in with the Forest Service 
firebreaks and engage in a fuel 
control program to remove 
large areas of old brush, as­ 
signed County Administration 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson to 
work with Patterson to come in 
with a joint program by the end 
of the month. 
Meanwhile, Patterson said 
his department has set up a 
mutually acceptable program 
with the Forest Service, Sherif­ 


f’s Department and County 
Transportation Department to 
carry out a series of road and 
area closures due to high fire 
hazard conditions. 
Patterson said it appeared 
advisible to provide for such 
closures on a temporary basis 
governed by prevailing weather 
conditions rather than closures 
on a permanent or sem i­ 
permanent basis.

Soft drink leaves its mark 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — Slacks or pants that I buy for myself 
are always too long. When I alter them, I always save 
the strips that are cut off the bottom and use them to 
make appliques to go on a shirt for a cute suit. 
To make cute pants suits for my children I put strips 
of a contrasting color or print in the sides of the pants 
legs. Then I either make a blouse or trim one with the 
same material. I have also used pretty scraps of 
material to add yokes and cuffs to plain shirts that were 
bought before this style became popular. 
Can you tell me how to get cola stains out of double 
knits’’ The spray I use before doing laundry works on 
every other stain I have tried it on but not cola spots. 
-M R S O.W 
DEAR MRS. O.W. — Soft drink spots are tricky in 
that they may appear to be colorless at the time but 
later turn yellow or brown. Cool water should always be 
sponged on them at the time of the accident. If it looks 
stained, sponge with equal parts of alcohol and water 
and then rinse out. You might try rubbing glycerine into 
your stain, leave on about 30 minutes, rinse out with 
clear water and then launder, using hot suds if possible. 
Of course, any stain removal treatm ent is subject to the 
effect on a particular fabric and its color, so always test 
first. -PO LLY . 


DEAR POLLY — Save three two-pound size coffee cans, cut 
the bottoms out of two cans (an electric can opener will make 
a nice smooth cut) and then stack all three, on on top of the 
other with, of course, the one that is intact at the bottom. Tape 
them all together and then cover with pretty adhesive backed 
paper that matches your bathroom and have a convenient 
holder that stores four rolls of toilet paper.
